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Rent Protest Group Calls Citizens 
To Mass Meeting At School Tonight 


Sunday evening a citizens’ group in Greenbelt met to register 
a protest against the unexpected city-wide rent increase levied on 


residents by PHA. 


On Saturday, residents received letters from PHA informing 
them of a rent increase of 15 percent. The raise was city-wide, and 
eoming unexpectedly, with no advance warning, was greeted with 
shock and consternation by all residents. 


The citizens group, comprised of 
representatives of all the leading 
orgnnizatioas in town, calls itself 
the Rent Frotest Committee. Its 
first action was to plan a mass 
rneeting for Thursday, May 31, 8:30 
p.m. at the Greenhelt Center Schoo! 
auditorium, at which time it will 
circulate a petition and» consider 
courses of action. | 

In a ‘statement to the Coopera- 
tot, the Rent Protest’ Committee 
said: : 

“PHA’s arbitrary increase, com- 
ing on the heels of an announce- 
ment last week concerning a re- 
newal of negotiationns on the sale 
of Greenbelt to local veterans’ 
housing group, is looked at askance 
as having political implications 
which are not vet clear. 

“The manner of announcing the 
raise, which had been planned in 
complete secrecy, was seriously 
questioned. Residents, who are 
largely employed in government 
work, have been hard-hit by the 
spiralling inflation with no salary 
increases in the past two years. 
The announcement gave residents 
three weeks in which to sign a new 
leas and four weeks to vacate their 
homes if thev refuset o sign. 

No Notice 

“In private housing, the rent law 
requires a notice of proposed rent 
increases and opportunity for ten- 
ants to examine ihe justification 
and evidence at a public hearing, 
The summary notification by PHA 
is in sharp contrast to the national 
policy requesting a renewal and 
strengthening of rent control. 

“Two previous rent increases 
more than doubled the average rent 
sinee the rent freeze of 1941. The 
present 15 percent increase will 
boost proposed rentals to 238 per- 
cent above the 1941 level. These 
figures apply to one vortion of the 
community’s housing __ facilities 
known as ‘Old Greenbelt’. The 
other portion, known as defense 
housing, was previously increased 
30 percent above the rent freeze 
and the present increase will raise 
it to 50 percent above the original 
figure.” 

The Rent Protest Committee 
plans to ask for postponement of 
action on the increase, pénding 
public hearings.

Johnson Reveals Raise 
Is PHA National Policy 


In an interview with the Cooper- 
ator this week PHA manager Alec 
W. Johnson emphasized that the 
provosed rent increase in Green- 
belt is part of a “nation-wide poli- 
cy.” 

Greendale, * Wisconsin, 
stance, (the only other “green” 
town still in public hands) has 
been notified of an 18% increase 
effective June 1. 

Although declaring that “every- 
one is entitled to express his own 
feeling and to take action,’ John- 
son does not consider the proposed 
upgrade excessive “in view of op- 
erating costs which include inter- 
est on investment and property de- 
preciation as well as maintenance 
and labor.” 

Elsewhere a rent committee 
spokesman questioned whether the 
term “investment” included the 
more than five million dollars wast- 
ed in inefficient management dur- 
ing Greenhelt’s early years. 

Johnson, who “had not yet heard 
any direct criticism nor been con- 
tacted by any group”, will welcome 
any “citizens’ committee which 
might wish to discuss” the present 
controversy with him. 

Jt-is well known that the Office 


for in- 


of Housing Expediter has no power - 


to rule on rent changes, but it does 
have available a formula which, 
Johnson pointed out, would have 
enabled “PHA to require an even 
larger increase” in a perfectly le- 
gal manner. In his opinion, the 
oniy authority capable of holding 
a public hearing and rescinding the 
rent increase is Commissioner of 
Fublic Housing Jack Egan. 

Johnson replied to a complaint 
about the severe deterioration of 
maintenance and lack of mainte- 
nance materials that his “manage- 
ment. will correct whatever may 
be found wrong with the opera- 
tion,” 

He stressed that the rent increase 
“has nothing to do with the im- 
pending sale of Greenbelt.” <A rent 
protest committee member con- 
firmed this view, but did not con- 
cur with Johnson’s opinion that 
the “rise in price of nearby prop- 
erty” might cause a corresponding 
rise in the sale price of Greenbelt. 

Jt was Johnscn’s feeling that if 
the people of Greenbelt would con- 
sider the less obvious but neéver- 
the less enstly liabilities of Trun- 
ning a housing project which “has 
been «loss for several years”, they

PHA Clamps Down 
On Laundry Rule 


PHA manager Alec Johnson told 
a .representative committee of 
apartment-house dwellers recently 
that he coild not rescind the rule 


forbidding the hanging out of 


laundry in apartment areas. 

The manager met with the com- 
tcollowing their submission 
of a petition requesting a repeal of 
the prohibition in view of the in- 


‘ convenience and improper sanita- 
_tion of indoor drying. 


Johnson countered with the 
statement that the rule was an old 
one: which had not recently been 
enforced but was soundly based. 
The basement laundries, he con- 
tended, are expensive and have 
adequate equipment. 

Furthermore, he stated, ‘since 
there are some apartment areas in 
which laundry absolutely could not 
be permitted outdoors, it would be 
unfair to allow it in others.” 

The Cooperator could not reach 
for comment Mra Dogle and Mrs. 
Ely, who spearheaded the petition 
campaign, according to their let- 
ters to the editor of two weeks ago.

would better understand the rent 
increase. But it was suggested to 
him that the manner and tone of 
the PHA letters and the policy of 
the government in keeping rent- 
payers. in ignorance of relevant 
facts and figures have not encour- 
aged understanding. 

As PHA manager, Johnson is 
“without influence” in the present 
conflict, aithough as a “new resi- 
dent” he is more than superficially 
interested in its outcome. 

Five rent protest committee 
members met this morning with 
Roy Little, Deputy Commissioner 
in charge of Disposition, at the 
Longfellow Building in Washing- 
ton. They presented a_ petition 
asking postponement of the rent 
increase until after a public hear- 
ing is held.

Council Asks Truman To Intervene 
In Recent Rent Raise, Force Hearing

Greenbelt’s city council appealed directly to the President of 
the United States for immediate intervention in the proposed raise! 
in rents, at last Monday night’s council meeting. A resolution con- 
demning the action of Public Housing Administration and asking 
for Presidential intervention was introduced by councilman Frank 


Lastner and passed unanimously. 


The resolution called the atten- 
tion of the president to the follow- 
ing facts: rent raises in 1948 and 
i949 had already boosted rents to 
110% of the 1941-rent freeze level; 
the additional 15% raise would 
beost the percentage to 140%; 
national policy at present is to 
strengthen rent control; ‘“com- 
parability” is false as there is no 
“comparable” community to Green- 
belt, which is isolated with in- 
adequate public transportation; 
maintenance has been neglected; 
the sale of Greenbelt to a veterans’ 
group is imminent; a raise in rent 
is inflationary and contrary to poli- 
cies and priciples of the present 
administration. “Be it resolved,” 
the resolution ended, “that the city 
council take all necessary steps to 
rescind the action of PHA and urge 
the President of the United States 
to intervene immediately to have 
the action postponed until a public 
inquiry ean be held.” 

Paul Forsky, local resident, dis- 
closed that the “greentowns” are 
exempt from the rent control law 
due to a 1949 federal court decision 
by Judge Calvin Chestnut in Bal- 
timore. Regulations pertaining to 
other public housing, Borsky ex- 
plained, require the posting of a 
petition of the anticipated rent 
raise with opportunities for a pub- 
lie -héaring....He called PHA’s ac- 
tion “shameful” and an affront to 
the citizens of Greenbelt. He 
strongly recommended opposition 
to the rent raise and its po@tpone- 
ment until a public inquiry can be 
held. He suggested that the facts 
be presented to the proper con- 
gressional committees and repre- 
sentatives of the Fifth District in 
Congress. 

Lastner stated that he had 
brought the matter to the atten- 
ion of Representative Lansdale 
Sasscer. Sasscer was “very inter- 
ested and sympathetic,” Lastner 
reported, and had sent a letter of 
protest to PHA. Sasscer called 
the action of FHA “extremely un- 
wise, inflationary, and contrary to 
what private housing can do.” 


Bus May Fold 

Bus service by the Oriole Bus 
Lines may be discontinued on June 
9, according to a letter received by 
City-Manager Charles McDonald, 
it was disclosed. The letter stated 
that Oriole had not found the serv- 
ice profitable, and anticipated fur- 
ther losses after school closed fof 
the summer. Unless a plan is 
worked out to make the line pay, 
Oriole would cease service to 
Greenbelt. McDonald was in- 
structed to write a reply, stating 
that the manager and members 
of the council are willing to sub- 
mit a play which may make the 
wus service more profitable, and 
will meet with Oriole officials at 
ar early date. An alternate route, 
through Berwyn Heights will be 
recommended. 

Two appropriation ordinances 
were passed. The first supplied 
$350 for Fourth of July fireworks, 
and the serond permitted the 
spending of $850 for replacement of 
small playground equipment. A 
letter from residents of the Hillside 
area thanking the cty-manager for 
“saving” the removal of a haby 
playground in the area was read to 
the council. 

Church Parking Problem 

The problem of parking auto- 
mobiles near the Community 
Church was considered again by 
the counci!. Two plans to alleviate 
the hazards were recommended by 


the Landscape Committee of the 
church. The first, to permit diag- 
onal parking on Hillside, was deem- 
ed contrary to AAA recommenda- 
tions; the concrete gufter would 
be an additional hazard, and PHA 
would not let city funds he used for 
improvement of the roadways to 
permit such parking. A plan .to 
finish an extension of a service 
road behind the Community 
Church was considered the best 
alternate suggestion, with the city 
to provide the equipment for the 
extension. McDonald stated that 
the cost of material may be a de- 
terrent tc the plan. He disclosed 
that the permit for the new Meth- 
odist Church was grented by the 
Maryland Park and Planning Com- 
mission only after suitable parking 
areas had heen included in the 
building plans. ye 

W. Earl Thomas, member of th 
board of trustees of the Communi- 
ty Church, stated that the church 
building is used by numerous or- 
ganizations not connected with the 
church. Land surrounding . the. 
church is needed for future expan- 
sion and prohibits the use of the 
ground for parking. He felt park-, 
ing was a general community prob-_, 
lem. The council advised Thomas. 
to consult with the board of trus- 
tees and return with a formal re- 
guest for assistance in construct- 
ing an extension of the service 
road. Meanwhile, McDonald will 
investigate the cost of materials 
for the road. 

Mayor “Betty” To Leave 

Mayor Elizabeth Harrington in--- 
formed the council that the next 
meeting will be her last as a coun- 
cil memher. The Harrington fam- 
ily is moving from Greenbelt to a 
new ly-constructed home in College 
Park and the mayor is resigning 
from council. Frank Lastner, 
mayor pro-tem, will tale over as 
mayor. The remaining members. 
of council will elect an additional. 
member to replace Mrs. Harring- 
ton for the remaining three months 
of the council’s term. The Mayor 
stated that she was pleased with 
the council’s work and expressed 
her pleasure that the council had 
presented a united front on every 
maior item of business. 

The council will meet again on 
June 11.

To the Editor: 

Hail to PHA - Paragon of Hous- 
ing in America!!! . It is partici- 
pating actively in the Government’s 
program to reduce purchasing 
power in the pockets of the people 
by taking it out in increased rents 
—-even though the Administration 
is pressing for a stronger and ex- 
tended rent control law. But of 
course the Government isn’t bound 
by its own publicly-expressed poli- 
cies. That’s only for the poor suck- 
ers who work for it. Government 
workers can't have increases in 
pay, because the Government must 
set the examole for the rest of the 
country. Government employees 
have teo,;much leave, so cut it 
down, and then deprive them of 
that little by not letting them ave 
leave and chopping off that leave 
if they haven’t used it by the end 
of the fiscal year. If they do get 
small increases, take it away with 
increased taxes that hit the lowest- 
income brackets the hardest; ad 
infinitum. 


In the letter to tenants announc- 
ing the increase in rents, PHA 
states that they are doing this be- 
cause of increases in cost of op- 
eration. There is no question in 
my mind that the costs of materials 
needed in Greenbelt’s maintenance 
operations have gone up, but this 
has been more than balanced by 
the decrease in the amount and 
quality of service provided the 
tenants, and the charges that have 
been placed on almost every serv- 
ize required by the tenants, For 
example, In August last year my 
‘wife sent two window screens to 
maintenance (aftes weeks of call- 
ing to get them to come and pick 
‘them up) to have them fixed. One 
‘of these was recently returned. We 
are still trying to get the other. 
In other instances we have had to 
pay for-services which are pro- 
xided free of charge in any private 
aparment development. Having 
worked in PHA I know that a num- 
ber of the employees working for 
the ‘management in Greenbelt are 
overpaid according to Government 
standards. I suggest that a survey 
be conducted to bring these into 
line with Government standards, 
starting froni the top down. 

I have lived in Greenbelt now 
for over seven years. Others have 
lived here even longer. As the

in Washington, D. C., rental in- 
creases proposed are 20% of the 
rentals in effect at the rent freeze 
date in 1941, Some Greenbelters 
might therefore construe that a 
mere 15% increase should be easy 
to swallow. 

However, the increases proposed 
by PHA would bring Greenbelt 
rentals to about 238% of the rents 
in effect at the rent freeze date in 
1941. This is not the first rent 
raise in Greenbelt. It is the third! 

two years ago, rents were raised 
in Greenbelt hased on comparabili- 
ty with the Falkland Apartments. 
Today, comparability with the 
Falkland Apartments is not sought, 
because there has not been a rent 
raise in the Falkland Apartments 
for three years. 

The Administration talks of 
holding the line against INFLA- 
TION, and of the need for tighter 
rent controls—but PHA, an arm 
of the Administration, is setting 
the pattern of increased rentals all 
over the country.

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GCS, Cooperator Try 
Arbitration on Policy

In an effort to reconcile oppos- 
ing views of the Cooperator and 
Greenbelt Consumer Services, a 
special meeting was called by Ben 
Rosenzweig at nis home last Sun- 
day and repurted by him at the 
seini-monthly meeting of GCS 
board of directors Friday night. 

Rosenzweig said he invited “re- 
sponsible citizens” of the communi- 
ty and several past editors of the 
Cooperator, as well as Harry Zub- 
Koff, present editor, to exchange 
views on the recent criticism level- 
ed at GCS which resulted in a 
sizable cut in advertising to the 
local newspaper. 


From the viewpoint of a change 
in approach by both the Cooperator 
and GCS, some of the recommen- 
dations were: that if GCS should 
improve the quality of its adver- 
tising, ic would find the Coopera- 
tor a more effective medium; that 


all neople interested in the coopera- 


tive should enlist more people who 
were free from bias to work on the 
newspaper staff and relieve the 
burden of reporting on the present 
“overworked” staff; that the paper 
should seek outside advertising and 
feel free to continue its present 
criticism if it wants to; that re- 
po:ting should be of news of com- 
munity interest rather than simply 
problems of management or mem- 
bership. 
Censor? 


Zubkoft said he had offered to 
present all GCS stories to the gen- 
eral manager for his information 
before printing them. This sug- 
gestion was rejected by both Sam 
Ashelman and the special commit- 
tee, who said such pre-examination 
was contrary to the principles of 
a free press and would, in effect, 
censor the news. The editor con- 
gratulated Rosenzweig on his “sin- 
cere” efforts to bring some harmo- 
ny out of discord and said that the 
idea behind the meeting was a 
“fine” one, except. that Rosen- 
zweig’s presentation to the board 
had not included all of the Coop- 
erator’s arguments. 


I, J. Parker criticized the selec- 
tion of people by Rosenzweig to sit 
in cn the discussion as biased in 
favor of GCS. He said that two 
of the past editors had not lived 
in Greenbelt for several years and 
were not as well acquainted with 
the present situation as other peo- 
ple living in Creenbelt are, who 
were not called upon. Since it ap- 
peared that another evening of dis- 
cussion mignt pass without any 
definite action, Henry Walter was 
elected to represent the board in 
a private meeting with the editor 


- and then bring a program back to 


the boa-d. 
Invest 


The board authorized the con- 
version of present GCS holdings: of 
ECI stock into stock of Potomac 
Cooperatives Incoroporated, and 
the purchase of an additional] 
amount of stock, bringing the to- 
tal GCS investment up to $17,650, 
provided the other cooperatives in 
the Potomac area purchase their 
quota. PCT jowns the Baltimore 
warehouse in which GCS w ill own 
359 stock, and will be the purchas- 
ing and warehousing center for the 
Virginia, Washington and Green- 
belt co-ops. 


Ashelman suggested that mem- 
bers could save money on many 
items if the co-op bought them in 
bulk and volunteers took charge 
of packaging and distribution. This 
could be done with soap flakes, 
mothproofing aids, and many oth- 
er household items. Since several] 
board members felt that the “vol- 
unteer” basis didn’t last long, Mar- 
tin Bickford suggested that GCS 
do some of the office work entailed 
in such a cooperative endeavor, or- 


ganize it and enlist help and charge 


oft the administrative overhead 
entailed. Henry Walter, chairman 
of the membership committee, was 
instructed to give further consid- 
eration to the idea of co-operative 
bulk purchasing. 


The price-checking committee 
was. voted a $10-a-month expense 
account for a period of three 
months. This committee hopes to 
do some testing of quality as well 
as price eomparisons.
